California stations that change counties are considered to be new stations and may be 


contacted again for points credit. 


Object: Out of state stations work California; California stations work anyone. 


Exchange: California stations send QSO number and county. : 
Out of state stations send QSO number and state/province/country. 


gso Points: Each complete phone contact is worth 2 QSO . 
points. Each complete CW contact is worth 3 QSO points. 


Multipliers: California stations use states and VO/VE 1-7 and VY1/VE8, for a possible

Out of state stations use the number of different California counties for 


a possible total of 58. 


Total Score: The total score is the number of QSO points multiplied by the total 
number of multipliers.
